Not to Appoint Dunlap. 

One of the first announced decisions of the 
State treasurer elect when he reached Chi- 
cago was that he will not appoint Millard F. 
Dunlap of Jacksonville assistant treasurer 
and the real and active official in charge cf 
the treasury. Thie was good news to friends 
of Ernest Hoover of Taylor ville, the present 
treasurer of the Democratic state commit- 
tee, whose friends had believed the fight lay 
between Dunlap and Hoover. ; 

The certain indications are that the ge- 


‘gistant treasurer will be neither Dunlap nor 


Hoover, Mr. Ryan is perfecting arranse- 
ments for a Chicago depositary for the state's 
cash and it is probable his bond will be fur · 
nished through the good offices of a Chicago 
national bank. It is likely that this inetitu- 
tion will. have something to. say about Mr. 
Ryan's deputy, : 

Russel Wants Place. 

The fight, ostensibly for the job of aiding 
Mr. Ryan, but really: for the custody of the 
state’s funds, has been silent but bitter. 
Former Wreasurer Andrew Russel, who is the 
present assistant treasurer, wanted the job, 
and may attempt to hold on, claiming that 
the position is under the civil service law. 

This was disputed last night at Springfield, 


where the statement was made that Mr. . 


Russel does not intend to remain in the state 
treasurer's office, but will engage actively 
in the banking business in Jacksonville. Mr. 
Russel, 4 Republican, is now a business 
associate of Mr. Dunlap, Democrat. 

Mr. Dunlap is president of the Ayers Na- 
tional bank at Jacksonville and Mr. Russel 
is vice president. Mr. Dunlap is president 
of the private bank of Dunlap, Russel & Co. 
at Jacksonville, and Mr. Russel is vice prest- 
dent. There are heavy deposits of the state 
cash in these banks, it is understood. 

Mr. Dunlap has Leena Democratic nominee 
for state treagurer. 

Mr. Russel was the Republican nominee for 
the same place in 1908 and was elected. The 
constitutién of the state forbids a state tneas- 
urer serving two successive terms. 

Edward E. Mitchell was elected state treas- 


urer in 1910 and Mr. Russel was appointed 


assistant treasurer. i 


Has Little Effect. 
When these changes were made they had 
little effect on the places where the state 


funds were deposited. 


Mr. Russel, the assistant, was a candidate 
for the boss job last November, but was 
beaten. It was hoped that possibly Mr. 
Ryan would a all himself of his opponent's 
technical knowledge, and if that happy con- 
dition should be realized) the hope also was 
expressed that some of the state's funds, at 
least, would not go a-traveling. 

But these pleasant dreams have faded, and 
before long a trifle over $4,000,000 will leave 
the vaults they have known so well and 
long and take up quarters elsewhere. 


Not a Financier. 

The new custodian of the State’s wealth 
admits he is no financier, and with the pros- 
pect of having to handle and be responsible 
for $70,000,000 in the next two years he 
wants to proceed with caution. 

‘*Tam a blacksmith and I know that trade,“ 
Mi. Ryan sald toa friend. “I don't know 
anything about finance. I want to run the 
office squarely and honestly, and as I will 
have to depend upon expert assistance, I 
want to start right, and I want the advice of 
people who will steer me straight and keep 
the office straight.” 

The total of actual cash which wilt pass 
through the state treasury during the two 
years of the Ryan incumbency will be not 
less than $70,000,000, it is estimated roughly. 
The appropriations of the last general as- 
gembly were more wan $60,000,000 in total. 
and there are other rotirces of state income 
which have fattened the daily balances and 
have made the state treasurer's office one of 
the most ardently sought of any on the Nst. 


Auto Fees, $1,000,000. 

One item alone is the little nest egg of fees 
received from automobile licenses.

000 mark. These fees were pald into the 
office: of the secretary of state under the 
automobile license law and are still there.

by an American woman.

Mrs. Barnes had learned that M. de Mumm 
was planning to end their friendship. She 
asked for a final interview. De Mumm me 
her and in the quarrel which ensued ehe 
drew a revolver and fired two shots at 
Mumm One bullet, which lodged in the 
right lung, caused the most serious wound. 


Woman Leaves for London. 
Mrs. Barnes then hailed a taxicab and 
drove to the railway station, where she 
caught a train for the steamer for London. 

It is understood that the De Mumm fam- 
ily desired to keep the fact of the shooting 
from becoming known, but the public prose- 
cutor has bégun an Investigation of the affair 
on an allegation by M. de Mumm that his 
assailant was a wealthy American woman. 


Woman a Social Favorite. 

The Petit Parisien in its version of the 
shooting zaye that Mrs. Barnes took a sump- 
tuous apartment in the Rue des Belles 
Feullles, in the Passy quarter, early this 
year. She wae young and attractive, and, 
provided with good introductions, goon be- 
gan to entertain extensively. Among her 
most frequent visitors, according to the 
newspaper, was Walter De Mumm. 

“Last nicht.“ says the Petit Parisien, 
“while M. De Mumm was calling on the 
woman, a dispute sprang up between him 
and his hostess, who, suddenty losing all 
control of herself, seized a revolver and fired 
twice, the bullets striking him in the epigaa- 
trium and the right lung. 

The women hastily sent for a doctor and 
M. De Mumm’s brother, who ordered the re- 
moval of the wounded to a private hospital 
at Neuilly. The woman left for Londen Fri- 
day morning. 


Attempt at Silence Fails.

CALL PRACTICE LEGITIMATE: 


Punishment for Firms That Go ‘Brake’

Expulsion from Board. 


NO MORE POOLS; EACH MAN FOR SELF

Washington, D. C., Dec. 13.—[Special. ]— 
The investing public was given another peep 
behind the scenes of the New York stock ex- 
change today by the testimony before the 
Pujo committee of the house of representa- 
tives, which is investigating the money trust. 
The principal revelations of the day were: 

Frank K. Sturgis, former president of 
the stock exchange and now one of its 
governors, admitted that selling stock 
“short” is practically gambling, but 
said it is defensible for the protection of 
the interests, particularly in a panic. 

Speculators stimulate the market and 
attract investments by the public. then 
the stock is allowed to slump and the 
stock gamblers buy back the shares at a 
loss to the innocent investors. 

The stock exchange could detect short 
selling by examining the books of brokers, 
but never has passed a rule or taken any 
other step against the evil. 

In the Hocking. pool, manipulated by 
James R. Keene, the only brokers who 
were expelled were those that failed, while 
those that did not fall were ** cautioned.” 


Ought to Proliibit Corners. 

During the course of the examtnation of 
witnesses Attorney Untermyer threw out 
the suggestions that the exchange ought to 
prohibit the execution of orders for market 
manipulators like Keene and that it ought to 
compel the actual delivery of stock at the 
exchange clearing house. 

Rudolph Kepler, a member of the board orf 
governors and a former president of the ex- 


mate when the rules of the exchange were 
observed and when it did not pass the bounds 
of reasonableness. 

The test of reason that he would apply 
seemed to depend upon the wealth of the 
manipulator and the length of hie pocket-, 
book. 

Each Man for Himself Now. 

The committee in the course of the day 
tried to obtain from Harry Content, who has 
the reputation of executing the biggest or- 
ders in Wall street, how the feat of arti- 
ficially raising and depressing price levels 
was accomplished.

As Mr. Content views the situation, big 
operators have learned from bitter experi- 
ence that it is safer to do their own manipu- 
lating than to go into partnership with oth- 
ers.

He 
is in favor of marginal transactions. 


Tells of Gambling Method. 

Mr. Content acknowledged that to depress 
the market the broker sold short and kept 
on selling until he thought it was down as 
far as it would go. Then he covered.

F. W. GILCHRIST, LUMBERMAN 
AND VESSEL OWNER, DEAD. 


Pioneer Business Man of Alpena, Mich., 
Passes Away at Son’s Residence in 
Memphis. 


Frank William Gilchrist of Alpena, Mich,, 
for many years prominent in the lumber busi- 


ness, north and south, and ownef of extensive 


vessel interests on the great lakes, died in 
Memphis yesterday from uraemic. poison- 
ing. 

Mr. Gilchrist was born in Concord,,N. H., 
Feb. 9, 1845. He went to Alpena in 1867, 
where he engaged in the lumber, timber, and 
vessel business. In that year he erected a 
sawmill at Alpena, which he operated con- 
tinuously until Dec. 4, 1912, when the mill 
was closed down permanently, having com- 
pleted cutting all the Gilchrist timber trib- 
utary to it. It is a peculiar fact that oa 
that day Mr. Gilchrist’'s illness began, aud 
his health steadily declined until the end. 
He was visiting his son, William A. Gilchris:. 
at Memphis, when his mess became co 
serious for him to be removed. He was ihe 
president of several lumber companies and 
the Gilchrist Transportation company. oper- 
ating a fleet of seventy vessels on the lakes. 
Other interests included banking, cement. 
and beet sugar. 

Mr. Gilchrist’s wife died several years ago. 
Surviving are three sons. Frank R. of Laurol, 
Miss.; William A. of Memphis, and Ralph E. 
of Alpena, and a daughter, Grace, who re- 
sides at Alpena. 

Funeral services will be held on Monday, 
‘Dec. 16, at Detroit.

Archbold to Figure in Case. 
It is expected that the names of John D. 
Archbold, treasurer t the St rd Oil 
dompany. and H. C. Folger and W. C. Teagle. 
formerly officers and directors of the old cor- 
poration and now officers and directors of 
the subsidiaries of that corporation, which 
ostensibly are operating independently, will 
figure in the proceedings. It is likely the 
names of others associated with them also 
in de discussed. 
The Standard Oil officers indicted will be 
oved at once to Texas for trial. It will 
ot be necesasry to apoly for their extradi- 
on, though they live in New York and other 
eastern states.

Commissioner Moriarty 
explained that the records are in bad shape 
and no effort has been made to carry out the 
statute requiring efficiency investigations.

Democrat Seriously Ul. 

Representative Elect A. H. Cohlmeyer of 
Nashville, a Democrat elected from the 
Forty-fourth district, is reported to be seri- 
ously ill. Certificates of election were issued 
to Mr. Alexander and Mr. Cohlmeyer by the 
state canvassing board Thursday night. 

The death of Mr. Alexander leaves the Re- 
publicans with a paper total of fifty in the 
house, twenty-seven votes shy of a constitu- 
tional majority necessary to elect a speaker. 
In the fifty is counted Chas. G. Hutchinson, 
elected from the Twenty-fifth district, who 
has allied himself with the Progressives. 

The real Republican house vote is now 
forty-nine, which at chat includes the residue 
of the Lorimerites. The real. Progressive 
vote stands at twenty-six, figuring Hutchin- 
gon as a Progressive. The Republicans and 
Progressives, acting together, are one vote 
shy of enough to elect s ®peaker. The Demo- 
cratic strength stands at seventy-three, or, 
added to the four Socielista, exactly enough 
to organize the house, 


Joint Bullot Situation. 

On joint ballot the present situation places 
the united Republican and Progressive vote 
at 102, which is one vote less than the 108—a 
constitutional mejority of the elected mem- 
bers of the general assembly. The combined 
strength of Democrats and Socialists is but 
101 on joint ballot. 

During the Lorimer deadlock in 1900 Speak- 
er Shurtleff habitually announced the pres- 
ence or absence of a constitutional quorum 
on joint ballot in declaring the result of the 
senatorial ballots. It was the general im- 
pression that a majority of that constitu- 
tional quorum, or a majority of 108, if it had 
been cast for any senatorial candidate, would 
have ended the deadlock on the basis of a 
case on record in the United States senate. 
Such a contingency did not occur, however. 
Legislative authorities last night differed as 
to whether the Alexander death now lowers 
the constitutional majority required to elect 
a senator from 108 to 102. Atleast forty-five 
days must intervene in electing a successce 
to Mr. Alexander in the Joliet distriet should 
a special election be called.

FOR PARCELS POST 


New Official Maps Show Zones 
About City Which De- 


tamine Rates, 
yoRE VEHICLES ORDERED 


after Jan. 1 One May Mail Any- 
thing Weighing Under 
Eleven Pounds, 


Chicago postoffice officials yesterday re- 
edved their first zone maps and other in- 
formation covering the operations of the new 

post, which goes into effect in all 
parts of the United States Jan. 1. By the 
use Of the map and the official guide any 
resident of Chicago will be able to determine 
the postage on @ parcel to be sent to any 
destination under the parcel post system. 

Chicago occupies unit No, 2,115 on the new 
gap. This ie the center of the first zone 
ef about fifty miles radius in which any pack- 
ad may be mailed for local carrier delivery 
at the rate of 5 cents for the first pound and 
1 cent for each additional pound up to the 
limit of eleven pounds. 

Outside of carrier delivery but within the 
first sone the rate is 5 cents for the first 
pound and 3 cents for each additional pound. 


Arrangements have been started for pro- 


viding Chicago with additional equipment 
in thé way of horses, wagons, and auto 
trucks for the handling of thé parcel busi- 
nas of the postoffice. 


Ordered to Supply Vehicles. 

The present vehicle contractor, John . 
Cooper, has been ordered to make prepara- 
toms for adding to the vehicle equipment. 
Henow supplies 250 wagons and collection 
ars. The contract provides that additional 
qiipment may be called for at any time. 
Automobile service will not be employed, it 
having been found too expensive for house 
te house delivery service. 

Until other arrangements are made parcels 
sent by the new parcel post must be taken 
by patrons to the substations or the main 
postoffice. From the outlying stations de- 
livery to the main postoffice will be made by 
street cars. Drug stores and other smaller 
substations probably will not be permitted 

in the beginning to collect packages sent by 
parcel post. 

Carriers will be required to deliver the 
smaller packages in Chicago. The average 
weight of a carrier’s pouch runs from thirty 
te sixty pounds. This will not be exceeded 
under the parcel post. All packages of more 
than five pounds will be consigned to wagon 
delivery. 


Rates in Other Zones. 

The map shows the additional zones sur- 
rounding Chicago. In the second, which has 
& radius of 150 miles from the center of the 
city, a package may be sent at the rate of 
6 cents for the first pound and 4 cents for 
each additional pound. If a package is to be 
sent less than 300 miles from Chicago the 
rate will be for the third zone, which is 7 
cents for the first and 5 cents for each addi- 
tional pound. 5 
The fourth zone is for all distances within 
@0 miles of Chicago and the rate is 8 cents 
for the first and 6 cents for each additional 
pound. The fifth sone is for 1,000 miles and 
has a fate of 9 and 7 cents, fhe sixth is 1,400 
miles With a rate of 10 and 8 cents, and the 
pevents 1,800 miles with a rate of 11 and 10 

emits. Outside of the seventh zone the rate 
fe straight 12 cents a pound. 


Information in Official Guide. 

A patron in Chicago may purchase an offi- 
dal guide and find out for himself what 
the rate will be to the point where he wishes 
to send a package. If to St. Louis he will 
find that city in the third zone as regards 
Chicago and he applies the rate for the third 
sone to his parcel. ~ 

Maps and. guides will be supplied by the 
et clerk of the postoffice department, 
Washington, D. C., at the cost price of 75 
cents for both. The price of the guide is 55 
dente and map 20 cents. Neither is neces- 
sary, However, as in postoffices special clerks 
will attend to computing the rates for pur- 
chasers. : 

The new system goes into effect all over 
the country at the same time and will affect 
every postoffice and city, rural, and railway 
Mail transportation route. Every precau- 
tion will be taken by the postoffice depart- 
ment to have the mails moved with the usual 
dispatch, and all postmasters, superintend- 
ents, and inspectors have been directed to 
familiarize themselves and their subordi- 
hates with every phase of the system. 


Weight and Size Regulations. 

The regulations provide that parce]s of mer- 
chandise, including farm and factory. prod- 
ucts of almost every description up to eleven 
pounds and measuring not over six feet in 
length and girth combined, except those cal- 
culated to do injury to the mails in transit 
or to employés, may be mailed at any post- 
Office for delivery to any address in the 
country, 

Perishable articles may be sent through 
the mails only under specific restrictions as 
i their containers and the distance they are 
to be sent. Butter, lard, fish, fresh meats, 
dressed fowls, vegetables, fruits, berries, and 
Similar articles liable to decay quickly may 
be sent for short distances when packed se- 
curely. Eggs will be accepted for local de- 
livery when packed in a container and for 
any distance when each egg is separately 
packed in a perfectly secure manner.

ARRIVE IN LONDON 


Possession of Adrianople Will 


Be Hardest Question for 
Them to Solve. 


TURK WAR PARTY GAINS. 


Desire to Continue Fighting 
Wins Converts in Capital 
Each Day. 


LONDON, Dec. 13.—All the plenipoten- 
tiaries to the peace conference which will 
convene here next week with the purpose 
of ending the war in southeastern Europe 
are now assembled in London. 

The Turkish envoys arrived tonight, and 
unless the continuance of hostilities between 
the Turks and Greeks should prove a hin- 
@rance, there seems nothing in sight to pre- 
vent the conference getting immediately 
down to business. 

With regard to a report from Constanti- 
nople that the Turks would refuse to meet 
the Greek plenipotentiaries in London unless 
Greece signed the armistice the other Bal- 
kan states have subscribed to, the counselor 
of the Turkish embassy said tonight he knew 
nothing of any such instructions and did 
not believe the Gregks would have come to 
London unless their country was prepared 
to fall into line with the other Balkan states 
as to the terms on which they should meet. 


All Seek Adrianople, 

The newspaper interviews given by the 
Turkish and Bulgarian delegates on their 
journey toward London indigate that a keen 
Struggle will take place in the peace confer- 
ence over the possession of Adrianople. 

Both sides present an unyielding attitude on 
this point, basing their claims on the fact 
that their armies are in excellent condition 
to resume hostilities. The Turks claim they 


| have 170,000 fresh troopsehind the Tchatalja 


lines, while Mspatches from Constantinople 
indicate that the war party in the Turkish 
capital is gaining in influence. 

No apprehension is felt in diplomatic circles 
here, however, that the delegates will sep- 
arate without concluding peace. 


Roumania Offers Question. 

The important question has arisen as to 
whether Roumania should join the ambes- 
sadorial conference which will convene sim- 
ultaneously with the peace conference to dis- 
cuss pending European questions. The mat- 
ter still remains unsetitled. but it is said that 
Germany, Austria, and Italy all favor Rou- 
mania's participation. 

Some difference of opinion exists as to 
whether this conference should discuss the 
question of a Servian port on the Adriatic. 

The Austrian and French ambassadors at 
London are now on visits to the respective 
capitals for the purpose of obtaining instruc- 
tions from their governments. It is reportod 
tonight that the German ambassador has 
gone to Berlin on a similar mission. 

It is becoming increasingly probable that 
a plenary canference of the powers will as- 
semble later at Paris to complete the work 
of the ambassadorial conference, ratify its 
decisions, and concludé a treaty settling the 


near eastern problem.

Electricians at Bottom of 
Telegraph Co. Strike. 


U. S. GRAND JURY BUSY. 


Indictments and Injunction as 
in Debs Controversy May 
Be the Result. 


~ 


Jurisdictional warfare between the Mc- 
Nulty and Reid factions of the International 
Brotherhood of Electrical Workers is at the 
bottom of the fight now being waged by the 
officers and members of the McNulty fas- 
tion upon the Postal Telegraph company. 

A special federal grand jury is investigat- 
ing wire cutting and other destruction of 
property as announced in THE TRIBUNE. In- 
formation relative to the jurisdictional 
phase of the strike was placed before the 
grand jury yesterday, it was said, and sub- 
peenas for members of both factions of the 
union were issued. 

The inquiry is conducted with a view to in- 
dictments charging violation of interstate 
commerce laws. It is possible also that the 
government will start injunction proceed- 
ings against the leaders similar to the pro- 
ceedings in the Debs strike of 1894 


What Starts Fight. 

The trouble developed as a result of the re- 
fusal of the telegraph company to pay tribute 
to the headers of the McNulty faction. This 
is the faction recognized as regular by 


‘the American Federation of Labor. At the 


last convention of the parent body at Roches- 
ter, N. T., this faction again won a victory 
over its rival, and hostilities were renewed 
with greater vigor. 

Officials of the McNulty faction demanded 
a written agreement with the Postal com- 
pany guaranteeing the employment of Mc- 
Nulty men exclusively. There was no dif- 
culty about wages .or working conditions, 
Every McNulty lineman was notified indivi- 
ually of the company’s willingness to pay tha 
prevailing rate of wages. 

The men, it is said, expressed themselves as 
satisfied with the proposition of the company, 
but the officers insisted upon a written agree - 
ment giving full recognition to the McNulty 
faction.

VISCERA DIGESTS FOOD. 


Heart Beats, Circulation Near 


Normal, but Peritonitis 
Brings the End. 


Dr. Alexis Carrel, the wizard of sur- 
gery” of the Rockefeller institute, who 
some months ago astonished the scientific 
world by transplanting living kidneys, from 
the body of one animal to another, has an- 
nounced an even more extraordinary achieve- 
ment in the current number of the Journal 
of the American Medical ‘association. 

Dr. Carrel, after removing the vital orgens 
from the body cavity of a cat and placing 
them in a specially prepared tin box, says 
he succeeded in keeping them alive and in 
full operation during more than thirteen 
hours after the body of the cat itself was 
dead. 

The lungs breathed and essimilated oxy- 
gen, the heart beat regularly and maintained 
normal circulation, the stomach and the bow- 
els took up food, digested it, assimilated it, 
and discharged it. 


Box Made to Take Place of Body. 

The tin box was made with a glass top. It 
was so constructed that to all itnents and 

purposes it took the place of the cat’s flesh 
and blood body. At one end were openings 
for the food and for the air tubes A the 
other was an opening. 

The viscera was attached to these openings 
just as it was attached to the openings in 
the body from which it was taken. It floated

Body of the Cat “Dies.” 

The veins and arteries as they were cut 
‘were carefully tied up. As the last of these 
blood vessels were severed, but before the 
nerves were cut, the Lody of the cat, Dr. 
Carrel says, died.“ 

The heart, however, continued to pulsate 
weakly. The whole viscera was then wrapped 
in a silk towel, Hfted out of the body, and 
placed in the specially made tin box. 

A blood transfusion was made from the 
carotid artery of another cat. Artificial res- 
plra tion was established through tie cathe- 
ter from the tracheal tube, which projected 
through an opening at one end of the tin box. 
The heart then began to beat normally and 
tests were made which showed the blood was 
circulating just as though the viscera were 
still conmected with the cat’s brain. 

This went on for thirteen hours and fifteen 
minutes

peritonitis set in. The organs of the viscera 
began to die one by one.

“Tt was then observed thet the viscera 
were living in an apparently normal condi- 
tion. The pulsations of the heart and the cir- 
culation of the organs were normal. The 
intestine emptied itself through the artifical 
anus by regular peristaltic contractions, 
When the intestine was empty, bile and in- 
testinal juices were evacuated. In an ex- 
periment in which the stomach was full of 
meat at the time of death, norma! digestion 
occurred. After five or six hours, hypere- 
mia of the peritoneum of the intestine ap- 
peared. 

“Some of the visceral organisins died after 
three or four hours, but most of thém were 
still in normal condition ten hours and even 
twelve and thirteen hours after the deach 
of the animal to which the organs belonged. 
The death of the visceral organism was un- 
nounced by some irregularities in the pulsa- 
tions of the heart, which were also weaker. 
Then the heart stopped suddenly.“ 

The experiment apparently proves that 
the viscera of the cat, and probably of most 
other animals, including man, performs its 
function, for long periods at a time at least, 
independently of the brain.

Attorney for Italian Consul Warns Au-

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The Works of Wil- 
liam Vaughn Moody. 


BY HERBERT CAXTON. 
HE crue waste of Nature—if disease 
be fairly chargeable to Nature—has 
not been more painfully iustrated in 
American literary history than in the 
untimely cutting off of the poet- 
Gramatist William Vaughn Moody. 

Moody died in 1910 at the age of 41 and the 
two volumes now published, covering vir- 
tueHy All his formal writings, testify to the 
loss American poetry suffered then as well 
as to the rich gein it had from his Hving. But 


American letters is not se generously en- 
dowed with strong and original talent es to 
lose the gifts of Moody without profound 
regret. 

It was the poem of “Gloucester Moors 
which first brought Moody’s talent to the 
general knowledge of readers of poetry and 
verse, and & is this poem which leads the 
present edition, There are very few lyrics 
from an American poet that can match it. 
There are few poems of our time more likely 
to take a permanent place in the precious 
anthology of English poetry. Especially one 
likes to feel in this poem an expression of the 
soul of American youth or young menhood, 
a strong, brave, youthfud soul, eweet as the 
wind that comes up from the sea, clear and 
generous as the June sunlight, questioning, 
challenging, but confident. 

in. 

The best traditions of our rece are tn this 
}simple but inspiring flower of a young poet’s 
opening genius, the charm of the New Eng- 
land landscape rendered with delightful sest 
and wholesome intimacy, and, in its vibrant 
rhythm, the tonic spirit which one finds in 
the nature poetry of George Meredith. 

A mile behind is Gloucester town, 

Where the fishing fleets put in; 
A mile ahead the land dips down 
And the woods and farme begin. 
Here, where the moors stretch free 
In the high blue afternoon, 
Are the marching sun and talking sea, 
And the racing winds that wheel and fies 
On the flying heels of June. 


In this early poem, too, Moody discloses

that feeling for democracy and for social 
justice which developed into the rich hu- 
manity and deep vision of his later work. 

It is in this spirit that Moody became one 
ot the most passionately American of our 
To him, as to Lincoln and to the best 
of our great men and women—and to the best 
of those who have believed in America 
abroad—Amierica was not so much a country 
as a noble aspiration, an exalted ideal He 
loved and knew the land itself, as he proved 
in such poems as Gloucester Moors and 
A Prairie Ride, as a lover knows the 
lineaments of his mistress; but it was the 
soul of America he exalted, the American 
dream of justice, equality, and the noblest 
liberty.

This found its directeet utterance in what 
is one of the most beautiful and inspiring of 
modern poems, Ode in Time of Hesitation.” 
The anxious fears inspired by the occasion 


{ upon which the ode was written have passed, 


tut the spirit that breathes thrillingly 
through it belongs to all time and must con- 
tinue to vibrate in the best thought of the 
American people. Within our own borders, 
at our own thresholds, alwaye the issue of 
man's justice to man will challenge the 
generations, and the noble reproach of these 
lines applies today to the cause of the ex-

it ie weil to emphasize the deep and in- 
spiring patriotic idealism of Moody at a 
time when the American people themeelives 
are stirred to earnest questioning, but un- 
fortunately space is not available to follow 
the course of his development on the broader 
lines it followed. His widest appeal is here, 
though in the main Moody is a subjective 
poet whose closest relation in genius {s, prob- 
ably, Robert Browning. It is impossible not 
to volce regret that his lyrics are not in 
greater proportion in his total work, al- 
though his two dramatic poems, The Fire 
Brigade” and “The Masque of Judge- 
ment,“ are strong original, and beautiful 
productions which will hold a high place, and 
his two realistic plays in prose, The Great 
Divide” and “The Faith Healer,” are 
among the most interesting producte of 
American play writing. Moody's gift was 
not copious, but rare and controlled. Al 
that it put forth was good. His writing is 
weighted with thought and with an emotion 
Spontameous but not facile. His literary 
efandarde were plainly of the highest and he 
wrote always in the dest tradition of Eng- 
Hen poetry. As Prof. John Mank reyes in 
tis interesting introduction to the works, 
“Like his imagery, Moody's dictum Is rich, 
condensed, packed with meaning,” and his 
lines frequentiy refuse to yield their sig- 
mificance upon firet reading. Moody was 
something of a mystic and the philosophical 
content of many of his poems, and notably 
of his dramatic poems, is not to be seized hy 
the casual reader. Prof. Manly's discussion 
of this aspect of Moody's poetry, much leee 
any independent analysie by the reviewer, 
cannot de given here. But of the whole body 
of his work it may be sald that it @ one 
of the most significant and rewarding Amer- 
ican contributions to the resources of Eng-

HAUCER ie one of the great poets 
whom the ordinary reader has al- 


ways been compelled to admire from 


@ distance. His well of English 

undefiled ’’ has been so hedged about 
with strange words and obsolete phrases, 
and so overgrown with idioms which long 
since changed their meanings, that only 
echolars, armed with linguistic weapons, 
could get at it. “If,” said Thomas Camp- 
bell in one of his lectures, “if, in searching 
for his beauties, Chaucer rewards our pa- 
tlence, he aleo tries it.“ And if, we may add, 
he tries the patience of the experts, what Wil! 
he not do to the ordinary reader? 

There have been many attempts to modern- 
ize Chaucer, some of them by mesters in the 
field of English literature; Dryden, for in- 
stance, and Pope, and Wordsworth, and 
Leigh Hunt. Along with these.a score or 
more of lesser Nights have tried their hands, 
none, however, even among the masters, with 
astonishing success. They all tried to pre- 
serve the poetic form, which ig commendable 
from one point of view, but in doing this they 
sometimes lose sight of the thought, or even 
imtroduce ideas not in the original. As 4@ 
result of their efforts, Chaucer is more widely 


known and better appreciated than he was a 


century or two ago; at the same time it is 
also undoubtedly true that he has not yet 
come into the full heritage of his deserts 
even among lovers of old English literature,

Some years ago Percy MacKaye, the Amer- 
ican playwright, published a version of the 
Prologue and a few of the Tales, in prose, 
Evidently this was a sort of trial trip, and

the University of Michigan bring out a 600 
page volume containing all of Chaucer's 
poetical works in the same form; that is, in 
modern prose, that any of us can understand. 
In doing this they have endeavored to pre- 
serve the spirit of the original, considering 
it more important to give the reader the 
thought than the husk in which it was orig- 
inally clothed. In employing prose as the 
vehicle, they rid themselves of the worry of 
trying to preserve the rhyme and rhythm, 
and are free to give their whole attention fo 
the thought. Thus, when we open at Here 
beginneth the Book of the Tales of Canter- 
bury and read

forth the flowers; when Zephyr also with his sweet 
breath has quickened the tender new shoots ia 
holt and moor, and the young sun has run his 
half course in the Ram, and little birds make 
melody and sleep all night with eyes open, 80 na- 
ture pricks them in their hearts, then folk long 
to go on pilgrimage to renowned shrines in gun- 
dry distant lands, and palmers to seek strange 
shores— 
we have no difficulty in understanding what 
Chaucer means, and are at once wide awake 
and eager to join his pligrime on their merry 
march to Canterbury.

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Life of tke 
Painter Watts. 


BY JEANNETTE L. DER. 
S. WATTS, the widow of the fam- 
ous painter, George Frederick 
Watts, has written a story of his 
2 life in three volumes [Doran], 
which will be published immedi- 
ately. There is very little known of the 
early life, ch ldhood, and parentage of Watts, 
as no letters were preserved, and his life be- 
ing a long one, those who knew him as a 
boy had passed away before this book was 
written. His widow says that he had a 
curious dislike to the sound of his surname, 
and habitually took trouble to avoid using 
it, a weakness best explained by his own 
similie: One man may Walk into a beauti- 
ful house with the dust of the highway on 
his boots, quite unconscious of this; while 
to another it would be so disagreeablè as to 
amount to lis being a real pain.” He had 
fancies about the inheritance of a name, and 
used to say when he heard of one that 
pleased his ear. Ah, if I had had a name 
such as that I should have 1 my work 
Jetter,“ 
In answer to the 1 of a friend 
toward the middle of his life he says: 
You ask me in your letter if my name is British; 
I really know nothing about it. Being u lover of 
the beautiful, its want of music is distasteful to 
me; and for this reason, when I wae younger, 1 
often had serious thoughts of changing it, and 
should have done so if taking what did not belong 
to me had not seemed to be a very unsatisfactory 
alternative: 1 confess I should like to have a fine 
name and a great ancestry? it would have been 
@elightful to me to feel as though à long line of 
worthies were looking down upon me and urging 
me to sustain their dignity. 
George Frederick Watts lived to a ripe old 
age and for many, many years he was con- 
sidered the most distinguished English 
painter of his time. His home was in Holland 
Park, Lady Holland having allowed him a 
small portion of her estate to build upon, 
his studio being in his house, and there he 
entertained .the most interésting men and 
women of England, including Lady Holland 
herself. Watts’ first wife, or at least one of 
his wives, as I believe he was married three 
times, was Ellen Terry, but there is no 


‘mention of that fact in the present volume. 


Although Watts was a portrait painter and 
painted many notable portraits, it was by his 
imaginative work thet he was best known, 
such as Love and Death and Life and Love. 
In a letter to Mrs. Cameron, a lady who 
took most beautiful photographs of English 
men of letters, and was, if I am not misteken, 
the first person to make really artistic por- 
traits with photography, Watts said: 
Nature did not intend me for a portrait painter, 
and if I have painted portraits decently it is de- 
cause I have tried so very hard, but it has ever cost 
me more labor to paint a portraſ than to paint 
a subject picture. I have given it up in sheer 
weariness; now, come what may, my time must 
in future be devoted to the endea vor to carry out 
geome of my large designs, and if 1 fai] either to 
make a living or to do anything worthy of an artist 
(as I understand the term), I fail, but I submit 
to the drudgery of portrait painting no longer. 
If I could carry out my own feeling perfectly, 
my pictures would be solemn and monumental in 
character, noble and beautiful in form, and nich 
in. color; but the subtle varieties of sunlight I

APESTRY weaving. an art the richness 

and possibilities of which few people 

realize, after a-long period of oblivion, 

during which hundreds of priceleges 

pieces were destroyed or used for the 
commonest purpeges, is coming to its own 
again. A timely book on the subject, advance 
steets of which herald its speedy appearance, 
is entitled “‘ TAPESTRIES, THEIR ORIGIN, 
HISTORY, AND RENAISSANCE,’ by 
George Leland Hunter, well known to TRIB- 
UNE readers, put out by the John Lane com- 
pany. 1 

Here is presented in concise and conven- 
lent form a vast amount of information about 
this reviving art, to the unknowing revealing 
a new world ofartistic Interest. Every phase 
of tapestry production is handled—the va- 
rious schools of weaving, the history, the 
characteristics, the methods. tapestry 
themes. care of tapestries, a chapter on mu- 
seums, collections. books. with a detailed de- 
scription of the tapestries in the Metropoll- 
tan museum in New York. Mr. Hunter in- 
sists on certain essential tapestry qualities— 
for instance, tapestry texture, weave quali- 
ties are more important than design; figures 
rather than background are more suitable 
subjects; tapestries are best when large: on 
a small scale paint is superior;.on a large, 
tapestr)."’ 

b — — 

The weaving of tapestries Is a great art 
rivaling that of painting. Even their very 
production is an industrial art, as this pie- 
ture of one of our American works shows: 
Here in & city [New York] that is crowded 
with machinery and steam engines and elec- 
tric motors; and in a country that on ac- 
count of its success with machinery has neg- 
lected things artistic, we find what has not 
unjustly been called ‘ the most important art 
industry in America.’ Here there are no 
noisy pulleys and creaking shafts to deafen 
the ear. Here everything is done by hand, 
and quiet reigns, though industry thrives. 
The number of looms is thirty-six, and each 
loom accommodates from two to four weav- 
ers.“ 

* — 

It is interesting te note that the first tap- 
estry weaving ever done in this country, 
through the instrumentality of Mr. William 
Baumgarten, was in 1893 and on an exceed- 
ingly small scale. Now the plant at Wil- 
liamsbridge ranks in quantity and quality of 
output among the six great works in the 
world—the Gobelin, Beauvais, and Aubusson 
plants. Chicagoans will be interested in the 
fact that the Field museum possesses the 
second piece produced in this country, the 
first being retained ir Mr. Baumgarten's 
family. 

Tapestry ER ss is a fascinating subject 
as revedled by Mr. Hunter and his book will 
give much pleasure as well as much informa- 
tion. In itself, with its multitude of excel- 
lent illustrations, it is a work of art, in addi- 
tion to being a reliable guide for the seeker 
after tapestry knowledge. 


New Publishing Venture. 

A new publishing house has been estab- 
lished in Chicago by F. G. Browne, for many 
years head of the publishing interests of A. 
C. McClurg & Co. Mr. Browne will have 
associated with him Mr. Frank L. Howell, 
who has for years been traveling book sales- 
man for McClurg’e and lately covering the 
eastern territory. The firm name will be 
F. G. Browne & Co., and it is,the plan to 
issue a general line of bdoks, specializing on 
popular fiction. The first book bearing the 
imprint of the new firm will be published in 


January and will be called THE LAPSE | 


OF ENOCH WENTWORTH,” by Isabel 
Gordon Curtis, author of The Woman from 
Wolverton.“ Mr. Browne's literary equip- 
ment and business experience, together with 
his knowledge of book manufacture, make 
him peculiarly fitted for his new venture, 
and he will have an able assistant in Mr.

“ THE MESSAGE OF ROBERT BROWN- 
ING,” by Austin Foster, is a series of very 
Gginty essays upon Browning, in nowlse 
meriting the name of a study.

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S Rodin’s 
Ideas of Art.

Maynard & Co, of Boston recently 
have issued. The title page is in some re- 
spects a puzzling one, for While by Auguste 
Rodin, acclaims a distinguished author- 
ship, it transpires that the actual author is 
Paul Gsell, whose French has been trans- 
lated by Mrs. Romilly Fedden into English 
80 crisp and finished that it still has the 
effect of being, the tongue ot France instead 
of that of America. It appears upon inves- 
tigation that M. Gsell has reported the con- 


versattons between le Maitre Rodin and 


himself and that therefore indirectly the 
book maye be said to be by Rodin. However, 
I venture to quarrel with the title page and 
to say that it is a flaw in a volume otherwise 
excellent. 

In some respects it is unique. Never did 
a modern artist put into words the essential 
religion of the moderns. more lucidly than 
has this making of heroic, violent, wonder- 
ful, beautiful. figures. His words are an 
explanation and a defense of that arresting 
and unplacatory art which in all directions 
dismays the lovers of the purely rhythmical 
awd challenges them to thought end to pro- 
test. Rodin is quoted by Gsell as saying: 

In art only that which has character - beauti- 
ful. 

Character is the essential truth of any ‘walaret 
object, whether ugly or beautiful; it is even what 
one might call a double truth, for it is the inner 
truth translated by the outer truth; it is the 
soul, the feelings, the ideas, expressed by the 
features of a face, by the gestures and actions 
of a human being, by the tones of a sky, by the 
lines of a horizon. 

' oo 

Now, to the greet artist, everything in nature 
has character; for the unswerving directness of 
hia observation searches out the hidden meaning 
of all things. And that which is considered 


ugly in nature often presents more character then | 


that which is termed beautiful, because in the con- 


tractions of a sickly .countenance, in the lines of 


a vicious face, in all deformity, in all decay, the 
inner truth shines forth more clearly than in 
features that are regular end healthy 
Whatever is false, whatever is artificial, what- 
ever seeks to be pretty rather than expressive, 
whatever is capricious and affected, .whatever 
smiles without motive, bends or strute without 
cause, is mannered without reason; all thet is 
without soul and without truth; all that is only 
a parade of beauty and trace: all that, in short, 
lies, is ugliness in art. 

When an artist, intending to improve upon na- 
ture, adds green to the epringtime, rose to the 
sunshine, carmine to young lips, he creates ugli- 
ness because he lies. 

When he softens the grimace of pain, the shape- 
liness of age, the hideausness of perversion, when 
he erranges nature—veiling, disguising, tempering 
it to please the ignorant public—then he le creating 
ugliness. because he fears the truth. 

To any artist worthy of the name, all tin na- 
ture is beautiful, because his eyes, fearlessly ac- 
cepting all exterior truth, read there as in an 
open book all truth. 

~~ - 

For him life is an endless RES & perpetual de- 
light, a mad intoxication. Not thet all seems 
good to him, for suffering, which must often 
come to those he lovee and to himself, crudiy 
contradicts his optimism. But all is beautiful 
because he forever walks tn the light of e 
truth. 

Yes, the great artist, amé by thie I mess the 
poet as well as the painter and the soulptor, Gnds 
even in suffering, in the death of loved ones, in 
the treachery of friends, something that fille him 
with a voluptuous though tragic edmiration. . 

In all existence he clearly divines the purpose 
of destiny. Upon bis own anguish, upon his gap- 
ing wounds, be fixes the “enthusiastic guise of the 
man who hes read the decrees of fate. Deceived 
by a beloved one, he reels beneath the blow; then, 
standing firm, he looks upon the traltor as a fine 
example of the base. He salutés ingratitude asd 
an experience which shal) enrich his soul. His 
ecstasy is terrifying at times, but it is still hap- 
piness, because it is the continual adoration of 
truth. 

One of the most interesting and instructive 
chapters in the book is that in which Rodin 
discourses of the essential differences in the 
art of Phidlas and Michael Angelo. All, in- 
deed, that the master said is both lucid and 
illuminating. The book will be a satisfaction 
alike to the connolsseur and the amateur, 
It is illustrated with 106 pictures in half- 


tone and photogravure.

“Cadena Chata” Now. 
a Fad at the Capital. 


Washington, D. C., Dec. 13.—[Special.}—The 
cadena chata is the latest thing in Washington. 
It is a “flat chain” several yards long and it 
is made of pure gold and as flexible as if 
crocheted of woolen yarn. Miss Helen Taft 
brought one home from Panama with her as a 
trophy of her visit to the isthmus, and the 
trinket is a wonderful example of the ancient 
Panamanian goldsmith’s art. 

Midway the length of the chain, at either 
extremity of the circle, are two pendant fish, 
the one, a trifle smaller than the other, but 
both larger than a good stzed “ silversides” 
minnow. Also of unalloyed gold, these fish, 
with their glittering scales, are so perfectly 
wrought that they “wiggle” at the touch, just 
as if alive. The fish are distinctive features 
of the cadena chata, which is Panamanian for 
“flat chain.” 

When the native women wear the cadena 
chata they have one-half the length tn front and 
the other half in the back, and the fish, falling 
respectively midway between the shoulders in 
the back and just below the bust, serve to bal- 
ance the chain. : 

The cadena chata is worn by the women: of 
Panama only on fete days, and it has a religious 
significance, Centuries ago, so runs the Pan- 
amanian legend, the Virgin came to the relief 
of the people, miraculously taking the form of 
a fish. For this reason also the emblem of the 
republic of Panama is 4 fish.

the Sherman law. The attorney general 
asks for injunctions against their continu- 
ce.

HOGS SLUMP AT CLOSE. 


Late Break of 10 Cents Ends the 
Earlier Steadiness; Trade 
in Cattle Stagnant. 


Sheep and lambs at Chicago yesterday sold 
at the highest prices recorded since early 
last summer, showing net gains of 25c to T5c 
from last week's closing level. Trade was 
active, with packers aggressive competitors 
for supplies and paying up to $8.50 for fancy 
fat lambs suitable for the Christmas trade. 
Sheep topped at $5.25 and yearlings sold up 
to $7.00, the highest price reached since last 
June. 


Hog prices covered à narrow range and held 
steady to strong with Thureday’s level until near 
the close, when the market broke to 100 lower than 
at the opening. Receipts were 21,000 head. Specu- 
lators and shippers were good buyers at 7.30@7.45, 
while packers came in later and amassed fair droves 
at $7.25@7.30, with the general average for the day 
at $7.30. 

Cattle trade was stagnant. Only a few loads of 
the steers included in general receipts of 4,000 
head could be cleared on a steady sis, and re- 
celvers holding good, fat steers had to make further 
concessions or carry their stock over for next week.
